HE PLEADS GUILTY HERE THIS 


MORNING 


To the Charge of Having Passed a 


Check on the Bower City Bank for 
$220—High Testimonials Read Fa- 
voring the Prisoner—Will Reduce 
His Sentence Six Months. 
For passing a forged check on the 


Bower City Bank of this city for. 8220 
last October 24, Edgar N. Mayor, of 
•Charleston, West Virginia, pleaded guilty 
this morning in the municipal court and 
was sentenced by Judge Fifield to three 
j-cars at hard labor at the state's prison 
at Waupun. 


When'asked if he had anything to say 


Mayer stood before the bar of justice 
and with tears rolling down his cheeks 
stated that ho had never before been in 
any trouble, and that for eight years he 
worked for one firm. He stated that a 
man by the name of Gentry had been 
the cause of his ruin, and that this same 
man was recently sent to the state's 
prison from Oshkosh for four and a hall 
years on the charge of forgery. 


Judge Fifield then administered a talk 


to the prisoner that was in the nature of 
good advice that he will do well to fol- 
low on his release from prison. 
He 


stated that the crime of passing forged 
chocks was one that involved tho busi- 
ness interests of the whole world, and 
that' it would ruin society were it con- 
tinued, for the groat business of the 
country is carried on by checks. His 
honor then stated that he believed Gen- 
try was the most to blame of tho two. 


Attorney Charles C. Kussell, of 


'ans and Kussell, appeared in behalf of 
the prisoner, and made a short but most 
impressive plea in his behalf. He used 
several interesting.documents that had 
teen sent here by prominent West Vir- 
ginia residents who had known tho 
Mayer family and tho defendant per- 
sonally for many years. 
These testi 


monials spoke in the highest term o£ tho 
prisoner, told how he had always been 
regarded at homo as an uprignt and 
honest yovng man. One was from the 
clerk of .the Putnam county court, who 
stated that he had known Mayer for five 
years, and that lie had the highest re- 
gard for him. 


J. W. Miiier, a justice of the peace at 


Windflel'il, wrote a lengthy letter stat- 
ing tb-.it Mayer was always regarded at 
hoir.e as an upright young man, and 
that he came from one of the oldest and 
best families in the state. 


The prisoner was an Odd Fellow in 


good standing, having joined the order 
at Charleston on Sept. 15, 1896. 


Mr. Mayer, father of the prisoner, was 


sent to Buenos Ayres as consul of the 
"United States, and was at one time at- 
torney general of the state of West Vir 
ginia. 


The prisoner was arrested at the 


Great Northern hotel in Chicago a few 
weeks ago, is but twenty four years of 
-age and is a handsome and well appear- 
ing fellow. His case is a particularly 
sad one, and those in court this morn- 
ing felt sorry that DEC of his family and 
surroundings should fall from grace at 
he has done. 


Mayer, if ho behaves him?elf, will re- 


duce his sentence to two years and six 
months.

to land at 6 o'clock Monday morning, 
and at 10 o'clock a column about 1,000 
strong marched from the San 
Jose 


wharf to the Christina railroad station. 
The troops were led by Col. Seyburn 
and Maj. Abbott, the regimental band 
playing simple marching airs. The 
color sergeants bore the stars 
and 


stripes, and the blue and gold banner 
of the state of New York. 


The route, which was a mile and a 


half long, was the most direct course 
from the landing place to the railroad 
station and did not pass through the 
principal streets. There was only the 
ordinary number of people 
in 
the 


streets, and it was only occasionally 
that cries of "Viva Espanol!" "Viva 
Americanos!" or "Viva Cuba Libre!" 
were heard. The onlookers were most- 
ly silent and were only curious to see 
the American soldiers. 


The First North Carolina regiment, 


which arrived here Sunday morning on 
the United States transport 
Rouma- 


nian, disembarked Monday 
morning 


and marched through the city with 
band and colors to camp at Marianao. 
By the time the regiment had reached 
the suburb of Cerro many hundreds of 
men, women and children were follow- 
ing, all showing deep emotion, 
the 


men 
embracing 
one another, tne 


women weeping from excessive pleas- 
ure and the children shouting endear- 
ing names as the North 
Carolinians 


marched along. 


The troops were amazed at the in-
